Secretary’s Letter 

Here is the letter which Repre- 
sentative Sheppard received from

“The primary purpose of the 
| program is the extending of cred- 
| it, in designated disaster areas, 
to farmers and stockmen who 
| have suffered damage as a result 
| of a production disaster, and who 
| are unable to obtain credit from 
| commercial banks, cooperative 
| leriding agencies, or other re- 
| sponsible sources. 
| Disaster loans may be made for 
essential agricultural purposes, 
| including farm and home operat- 
ing expenses. These loans will 
bear interest at the rate of 3 per 
cent per annum on the unpaid 
principal, and will be scheduled 
for repayment over a minimum 
period consistent with the bor- 
rower's anticipated ability to re- 
pay. 

Repayment will be scheduted in 
at least annual installments when 
it appears that the applicant -will 
be able to meet such payments 
from income.

JANNINA, Epirus, Greece, 
Headquarters, A Corps and 8th 
Division, Greek National Army 
—(By  wireless)—-Lieut. Col. 
Seldon R. Edner of the Ameri- 
ean air force, from San Jose, 
Calif., who died Jan. 21, 1949, 
the day Communist guerrillas 
took the town of Karpenisia, 
did not perish in an airplane 
crash, as reported by the guer- 
rillas, but was murdered’ by 
them. 

This opinion, held by U. S. 
army advisers to the Greek 
forces who, upon the liberation 
of Karpenisia 18 days later, 
found his stripped and muti- 
lated body in a ravine, was 
confirmed by this columnist 
from the first eyewitness re- 
port—and by sheer accident. 
She was accompanied by Lieut. 
Etephen Merrill of Garden City, 
Kans., who is with public in- 
formation in the American ad- 
visory forces and, due to the 
Greek origin of his parents, is 
a fluent translator. 

Iam visiting the fighting 
fronts in Macedonia and Epirus. 
A peculiarly tragic phase of 

guerrilla ruthlessness is the 
forcible abduction of young 
giris from villages and their 
impressment into Communist 
fighting forces. There many 
were killed and others captured 
by the Greek army and, after 
screening, were returned to 
their villages when liberated 
from tne Communists. 

Today, in Jannina, where 
there is a large screening camp, 
I picked at random half a 
dozen of the youngest girl pris- 
oners for interviewing. Young- 
est of all was Antigoni Kavidia, 
aged 15, who was carried off 


by guerrillas when Karpenisia 


was taken by them. She gave 
an account of her tribulations 
without mention of an airplane 
crash. But when Politimi Saini, 
aged 21, later was brought in 
to tell more regarding Kar- 
penisia, she remarked: “I was 
taken from my home only a 
few hours after an_ airplane 
crash.” 

Since the only plane crash 
was of an unarmed reconnais- 
sance plane containing Edner, 
we pricked up our ears. 


However, she could give no 


further account than that the 
plane, hit on the outskirts of 
the town, flew in at a low al- 
titute and crashed within 600

feet of her house. But 15-year- 
old Antigoni took up the story 
in meticulous detail as follows: 

“I had been taken by the 
guerrillas and assembled with 
others near a warehouse, from 
which we were to unload and 
evacuate supplies, when a plane 
crashed not more than fifty feet 
away. I was in a ravine, but 
saw all. The plane nose-ived 
to the ground and I saw a man 
crawl out. He seemed to be 
hurt or suffering from shock. 
He did not stand, but crouched 
on the ground (Antigoni illus- 
trated his position), with a han 
grasping the plane. 

“He immediateiy was sur- 
rounded by guerrillas. I heard 
them shout, ‘He is not a Greek. 


He can’t speak the language.: 


He is an American,’ and they 
yelled and cursed at him. 
“Both bandit chieftains brig- 
ad: leaders Baudekos and Vol- 
gos were right there. I do not 
know who gave the order, but 
one of the bandits pulled a 
pistol and shot the American 


twice in the presence of these 
leaders. I then saw them tak 
ing off his clothes. I  heard® 


them all shout, ‘Long Live 

Baudekos.’ I do not know what 
they did with the body after 
that.” 

Antigoni — tiny, brown-cyed, 
blonde-haired girl, who tioes not 
look more than 12, but partic- 
ipated in guerrilla battles, 
wielding a British rifle told 
the story swiftly and_ vividly 
with perfect consistency, illus- 
trating all with gestures, show- 
ing how the incident had been 
vividly retained in her mind. 
Although Greck and American 
army authorities have cross- 
questioned many prisoners try- 
ing to find the truth, this is the 
first eye-witness report that 
can be called unsolicited and is 
utterly unexpected. 

The guerrilla radio falsified 
the story on two counts. It 
claimed; First, that the plane 
bombed the town. (It was un- 
armed and a_ reconnaissance 
only). Seéond, that Edner died 
in the crash. (He was able to 
leave the plane. He could have 
been taken prisoner and hos- 
pitalized, but was brutally kill- 
ei in the presence and with 
the consent of the guerrilla 
leaders. )

As he was hauled from 
his closet, our secretary of 
state was demanding arms for 
the Atlantic pacters, but was 
promising stoutly that no 
American boys would be re- 
quire:i to serve abroad as an 
adjunct to the free weapons, 
That struck a surprisingly rem- 
iniscent note. It seems to me 
Mr. Roosevelt was saying the 
same thing just about the time 
Panl crawled into his closet 
and nailed up the door.

the papers, he must find it a
